3. Claims 1 , 6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Reiners. 

Reiners discloses water dispersible polymers comprising ionic isocyanate 
prepolymers reacted with a polymer (bottom col. 2). He discloses using these products 
as paper coatings. 

4. Claims 3-5, 7 and 13 are objected to for depending on rejected claims.
